David Bergez, pilot, 1st Lt Thomas M Bante, 
co-pilot, Maj Anthony Down, detachment commander, and Sgt Roger 
L Barre 
The helicopter was assisting the Coast Guard in searching for a boat 
which had apparently broken lose from the Gaviota Pier. The four 
crewmen were apparently in the water 30 minutes after the crash at

an Air Force spokesman said this morning They were 
rescued by the Coast Guard Cutter Point Judith, which was also taking 
part in the search for the adrift boat. The rescued crewmen were 
taken to Gaviota and then to the base hospital 
The helicopter sank at the scene of the crash No cause for the 
accident has been determined, the Air Force said this morning, and a 
board of officers has been appointed to investigate the mishap The 
dollar value of the lost chopper was not readily available from base

Judiciary committee issues 
four more Nixon subpoenas 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Despite 
»cant 
hope 
of 
obtaining 
more 
impeachment evidence from him, 
the House Judiciary Committee 
issued four more subpoenas against 
President Nixon today. 
The subpoenas demanded that 
Nixon 
surrender 
tapes 
and 
documents in four areas —the 
government’s 1971 antitrust suit 
against ITT, a $2 million pledge to 
the Nixon re-election campaign 
from milk producers, the Ellsberg 
break-in case, and alleged use of the 
Internal Revenue Service to harass 
White House “ enemies” or benefit 
friends. 
The subpoenas brought to eight 
the number the committee has 
issued against Nixon since it began 
its 
inquiry 
into 
his 
possible 
impeachment. 
The 
first 
four 
subpoenas, issued in April and May, 
sought 98 taped conversations and 
produced 31 tape transcripts but no 
tapes. 
In a letter to the committee two 
weeks 
ago, 
Nixon 
said 
that 
responding to never-ending requests 
from the panel would only weaken 
the presidency and said he had no 
intention 
of 
giving 
up 
further 
materials. 
Two of the subpoenas issued today

the burglary. 
“ Although we believe there is 
sufficient direct evidence to prove 
the concealment purpose beyond a 
reasonable doubt... in the interests 
of judicial economy and fairness to

advance at trial the conspiritorial 
concealment 
theory,” 
Jaworski 
said.

Kissinger, however, said he does 
not expect a full scale agreement on

strategic- 
nuclear weapons at this time. 
Kissinger said that an agreement 
on limiting the size of underground 
nuclear 
tests 
would 
be 
very 
important 
if 
it 
kept 
the 
“ threshhold” low enough because 
that would prevent the development 
by either side of even greater 
nuclear weapons. 
At a 70-minute news conference 
the day before taking off for Europe 
with Nixon, Kissinger devoted much 
of his time to answering questions 
about past U.S. actions and future 
possibilities in the field of nuclear 
weaponry. 
“ I do not expect we will get a 


completed 
Strategic 
Arms 
Limitations Talk (SALT) agreement 
at the summit but I cannot exclude 
the possibility” of 
substantial 
progress, he said. 


The United States, however, is 
considering 
the 
possibility 
of 
banning underground tests above a 
certain magnitude and “ we think 
progress in this field is possible. 


Kissinger rejected charges by 
Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., and 
some others that he had reached a 
“ secret agreement" to let the Soviet 
Union retain more nuclear missiles 
than was provided for in the 1972 
summit agreement. 


“ I want to emphasize that no 
secret deal has been made which 
permitted any change in the totals 
outlined in the 1972 agreement," 
Kissinger 
said 
in

statement. “ It is regrettable that 
this false suspicion has been raised 
just before the President’s trip to 
the Soviet Union.”

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Court again gives ruling 
on obscenity standards 


WASHINGTON <UPI) - 
The Supreme Court, ruling 
the 
film 
“ Carnal 
Knowledge” 
was 
not 
obscene, said Unlay that 
juries may be instructed to 
apply 
their 
own 
"community 
standards” 
rather 
than broader 
standards in dealing with 
obscenity cases 
The court had been urged 
to 
tailor 
its 
obscenity 
standards to the laws of the 
50 states on the ground that 
movie makers and book 
publishers could not cope 
with 
possible suits 
in 
thousands 
of separate 
political subdivisions in the 
country. 
But in an opinion by 
Ju s tic e 
W illiam 
H . 
Kehnquist the court said the 
standards it laid down last 
term 
approve such 
an 
instruction 
but 
do 
not 
require it. 
"The Constitution does 
not require that juries be 
instructed in state obscenity 
cases to apply the standards 
of a hypothetical statewide 
community," 
Kehnquist 
said. 
As 
for 
“ Carnal 
Knowledge” 
-the subject 
of a Georgia case which 
tried to have the award 
winning movie declared ob­ 
scene —Kehnquist said the 
court’s "own view” of the 
film satisfied it that sexual 
conduct was not depicted 
"in a patently offensive 
way.” 
" While the subject matter 
of the picture is, in a 
broader sense, sex. and 
there are scenes in which 
sexual 
conduct 
including 
ultimate sexual acts’ is to 
be understood to be taking 
place, the camera does not 
focus on the bodies of the 
actors at such times,” the 
opinion said 


Prisoners 
nixed on 
interviews 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The Supreme Court ruled 
today that inmates have no 
right to demand interviews 
with 
newsmen, 
and 
newsmen have no First 
Amendment 
right 
to 
demand 
interviews 
with 
specific inmates at state 
prisons. 


The court ruled 
in a 
California case that the 
state 
Corrections 
Department’s 
regulation 
prohibiting interviews with 
specific 
inmates 
was 
a 
proper 
means 
for 
maintaining order and did 
not 
violate 
free 
speech 
rights of the prisoners. 


Justice 
Potter Stewart 
wrote the majority opinion 
and said prisoners can still 
correspond with reporters 
by mail and through other 
visitors, 
such as wives, 
parents or a minister. 


Press 
rights 
were 
maintained since California 
does 
give 
press 
tours, 
allowing 
newsmen 
to 
interview 
inmates whom 
they encounter at random. 


The California regulation 
reads 
"press and 
other 
media 
interviews 
with 
specific individual inmates 
will not be permitted.” 


The highest court also 
upheld a similar regulation 
in federal prisons in a suit 
by the Washington Post, 
which had contended the 
rights of newsmen were 
violated. 
The California regulation 
was challenged 
by 
four 
inmates— 
Booker 
T. 
Hillery, John Larry Spain, 
Bobby 
Bly and 
Michael 
Shane Guile. A three-judge 
court held the regulation 
violated the inmates’ rights 
to free speech. 
The 
Washington 
Post 
sought 
interviews 
with 
specific 
inmates at the 
Lewisburg, 
Pa. 
penitentiary. 
When 
they 
were denied, it sued in U.S. 
D is trict 
Court 
in 
Washington. The court held 
that a blanket ban was an 
unconstitutional 
infringement of the rights of 
the press, although some 
inmates could be deprived 
interviews 
if 
security 
warranted such denial. 


AMA debates 
controversial 
question 


CHICAGO (UPI) - The 
Am erican 
Medical 
Association’s policy-making 
body 
today 
begins 
consideration of organized 
m ed icine’s 
most 
controversial 
question 
—how to deal with a federal 
order to police medical care 
and costs in government- 
funded programs. 
The 
AMA's 
Board 
of 
Trustees said the stakes are 
high. If the 160,000-member 
organization decides to seek 
repeal of the two-year-old 
law and loses, the AMA will 
be divided and its voice in 
Congress will be severely 
weakened. 
At issue is a generally 
obscure program known to 
doctors 
as 
PSRO, 
for 
Professional 
Standards 
Review Organization. It is 
the product of a law passed 
by Congress to set up local 
groups of doctors to oversee 
health care administered to 
patients 
under 
federally 
financed medical programs. 
"Nothing in the history of 
American 
medicine 
has 
proven to be so divisive as 
PSRO,” said the AMA’s 
Council 
on 
Medical 
Services.

M ississippi dram a 
over leaking barge 


NEW ORLEANS < UPI I 
The 
Coast Guard 
today 
directed Mississippi River 
traffic single file around a 
wrecked and leaking oil 
barge to prevent waves 
from slamming against the 
vessel and rupturing more 
of its tanks. 
The barge, carrying 23,000 
barrels of oil, plowed into 
the Huey P. Long Bridge 
two miles upriver from New 
Orleans Saturday. Oil slicks 
drifted as far as 30 miles 
downstream. 
Cleanup crews tried to 
catch the pollution at the 
source, but officials left the 
barge wedged against the 
bridge to avoid another 
rupture in the six tanks 
aboard. 
Officials said one tank 
was ruptured and another 


was believed leaking at the 
seams. 


"Wave 
action 
from a 
passing vessel could come 
by and rupture another tank 
very easily,” a Coast Guard 
spokesman said. 


"That’s one reason we re 
out there directing traffic, 
to try and reduce the speed 
of 
the 
ships 
and 
the 
likelihood that the wave 
action could rupture another 
tank.” 
"There hasn’t been an 
attempt to move it because 
they haven’t figured out how 
yet,” he said. 


Coast Guard Port Capt. 
D.J. Riley spent Sunday 
directing the ships as they 
passed under the bridge in 
single file.

activity last week and in the 
coming 
week. 
Congress 
again will enter a new fiscal 
year 
July 
1 
and 
the 
government technically has 
no money. This is a yearly 
problem 
and 
in 
other 
sessions, 
passage 
of 
appropriations 
legislation 
has 
been 
put 
off 
until 
Christmas or later. 


The Senate has passed 
only one appropriations bill 
dealing with funds for the 
legislative branch. To keep

Court rules ex-felons 
can be barred from vote 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The Supreme Court ruled 
today that ex-felons who 
have served their prison 
sentences can be barred 
from voting in state and 
local elections. 
Justice 
William 
H. 
Kehnquist delivered the 6-3 
majority opinion and said 
the 
14th 
Amendment, 
guaranteeing 
“ equal 
protection of the laws,” 
does not apply to state laws 
denying the vote to felons. 
Kehnquist cited another 
section 
of 
the 
same 
amendment which permits 
denial 
of 
the 
vote 
for 
"participation in rebellion 
or other crime ” 
The Court ruled in a 
California case, reversing a 
decision by that state’s su­ 


preme court that the state 
law 
violated 
the 
14th 
Amendment. 
Joining Kehnquist in the 
majority were Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger, Byron R. 
White, 
Potter 
Stewart, 
Harry A. Blackmun and 
Lewis F. Powell Jr. 
Justices 
William 
O. 
Douglas, 
Thurgood 
Marshall and William J. 
Brennan dissented 
The case did not challenge 
the right to vote in federal 
elections. Federal law also 
bars ex-felons from voting 
in most instances 
Virtually 
every 
other 
state has a law similar to 
California’s denying voting 
rights in state and local 
elections 
to 
convicted 
felons. Most states permit 


the courts, the governor or 
some 
other 
official 
to 
reinstate the right on a case 
by-case basis 
Three 
convicted 
felons 
had challenged the law in 
California on behalf of all 
ex felons by suing voting 
clerks in San Luis Obispo 
and 
Monterey 
Counties. 
They said the law violated 
their right to vote 
Kehnquist cited a long 
history of debate on passage 
of the 14th Amendment and 
the 
Reconstruction 
Acts 
after the Civil War. The 
felons had contended the 
portion barring voting for 
"participation in rebellion 
or other crime” was meant 
to apply to those who had 
taken up arms in the Civil 
War

—A Hebrew-English Bible 
bound in silver from Israel. 
—A

silver 
service on a silver tray and 
a double strand of pearls 
and matching earrings with 
diamonds from Jordon. 
—The game table, two 
statues 
which 
are 
reproductions of museum 
pieces, 
three 
pieces 
of 
brocade fabric, an embroid­

Sea law confab flounders 


Most violent 
weekend 


BELFAST (UPI)-Three 
killings and a series of 
bombings 
gave 
Northern 
Ireland 
its most violent 
weekend in more than six 
weeks. 
"It’s been a bad weekend, 
the worst for over six 
w e ek s,’ ’ 
an 
army 
spokesman said today. 
Separate 
shooting 
incidents took the lives of a 
soldier, a police sergeant 
and a civilian, pushing the 
death toll in nearly five 
years of violence involving 
Northern Ireland’s majority 
Protestants, 
minority 
Roman 
Catholics 
and 
security forces to 1,041. 
A soldier was charged in 
civil court Sunday with the 
murder of the civilian, a 
Roman Catholic father of 
four, at Strabane, 75 miles 
northwest of Belfast. 


He was the first British 
soldier to face a murder 
charge since the army was 
sent in to separate warring 
Protestants and Catholics 
late in 1969.

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) 
— 
Tiny 
brine 
shrimp 
—nature’s filtering system 
for the Great Salt Lake 
- a r e fighting for survival 
because 
of 
the 
water s 
decreasing salinity. 


The 
salty 
quality 
has 
declined 
because 
of 
the 
lake’s expansion from an 
influx of fresh water, an 
expansion that is causing 
havoc 
for industries and 
resorts 
along 
its 
white 
shores. 


Walter Katzenderger of 
the Utah Geological Survey 
said if the quarter-inch-long 
s h r i m p 
d i s a p p e a r , 
companies pulling purified 
salt from the lake would 
have to find other means of 
filtering the water. 
Without 
the 
shrimp 
filtering 
the 
water 
and 
devouring algae, the lake 
would quickly be covered 
with 
green 
slime, 
turn 
stagnant and stink, he said 
Rising water has not only 
caused the decline of brine 
shrimp, but also plagued 
developments 
along 
the 
shores of the lake. One south 
shore resort has already 
b e e n 
s w a m p e d 
and 
industries 
which 
extract 
salt and minerals have had 
to build dikes to keep the 
water out. 
Construction of a highway 
to the lake’s biggest island 
has been repeatedly plagued 
by the washing away of 
portions 
of 
its 
rocky 
foundation. 
The $2.5 million roadway 
from the eastern shore to 
Antelope Island is a key part 
of Utah’s plans to develop 


the Great Salt Lake as a 
recreational area. 
On 
June 
1, 
the 
lake 
reached its highest level in 
45 years - 4,201.4 feet above 
mean sea level. That is 10 
feet below the record high 
set in 1873, but 10 feet higher 
than its low of 4,191.35 feet 
measured in October, 1963. 
“ In the past 10 years the 
lake 
has 
doubled 
in 
volume,” said Leon Jensen 
of the Geological Survey.

That 
probably got him upset. Still he had 
no right to grab my jacket and rip it 
off. 
“ I say a lotta things and do a lotta 
things for promotion, publicity and 
so on, but I wouldn't be so bold as to 
do what he did Not that bold to rip a 
person’s jacket off. That was a big 
move. That took a lotta nerve. 
“ Where I was wrong, where I 
made a mistake was talking about 
him not being a good champion, not 
having a hard punch.

It was a wine so 
the wine dealer 
wouldn't even tell me its name and year for 
fear it would offend the makers. 
But he offered me a taste- it was a white 
burgundy It was bitter and harsh, and it 
caused my mouth to pucker. It bore no 
resemblance to the smooth silkmess of a 
vintage wine 
Then 
the 
dealer, 
William 
Sokohn, 
displayed a magical gadget that would 
trigger the jealousy of medieval European 
alchemists. He said it would turn garden 
varities of burgundy or bordeaux into 
vintage wines 
People of the Middle Ages worked 
tirelessly to square the circle, discover 
perpetual motion, change copper into gold 
or water into wine. This new invention is 
the brainchild of a German scientist. 
George Weber calls his philosopher's 
stone a Weberizer, and a test version is on 
display at the D Sokolin Liquor Store on 
Madison Avenue. 
It was there, in a small back room, that 
Sokolin demonstrated the machine. He 
claimed it would age a white wine one or 
two years in a few seconds A fine cognac 
could be aged five years in the same time, 
he said 
First, he poured about two ounces of the 
wine into a flat, plastic slide He inserted 
the slide into the machine and turned on a 
switch A white fluorescent bulb glowed a 
bright blue-violet. The slide was exposed 
for four seconds on each side 
Then he removed the slide, poured the 
wine into a wine glass and offered me a sip 
Eureka! 
It was smooth, the rasping quality was 
mostly gone. My mouth did not pucker. It

wasn’t exactly the golden smoothness of a 
great Chateau d’Yquem, but it was an 
improvement. 
Sokolin said the Weberizer is still in a 
highly experimental stage. And red wines 
haven't showed the same promise after 
exposure to its magic as have the white or 
fortified wines. 
“ I feel it has validity,' he said, but I'm 
not willing to commit myself to long-range 
merits " 
Successful development of the machine 
would effect huge savings in storage costs 
Wines could be properly aged and sold 
immediately. 
.lust dream a moment. Buy a new bottle 
of claret for a few dollars, and suppose that 
in seconds you could turn it into a rare 1929 
Chateau Mouton Rothschild, which has 
brought thousands of dollars in wine 
auctions. 
Sokolin, however, doesn't hold out much 
hope for such a development He still has to 
be 
convinced 
that 
the machine 
will 
accomplish 
any 
important, 
long-range 
results. 
He said a group of French chefs from 
Paris in New York on a visit tasted a wine 
before and after its treatment, and were 
ecstatic at the improvement. 
Winemakers, a laggard breed in an era of 
scientific blitzes, cling lovingly to old 
methods and old traditions 
Different 
times and different needs, however, may in 
due course revolutionize the industry. 
Perhaps the day will even come when no 
home 
will 
be 
complete 
without 
a 
Weberizer, 
and 
a 21st 
Century Omar 
Khayyam will be heard to murmur: “ A 
loaf of bread, a wine machine and thou!” 


Jewish restaurant closes down 


NEW YORK (U P Ii — A half-dozen old 
men stood around a shabby doorway on 
Manhattan’s Lower East Side. It was a 
warm, muggv day, but the men had their 
hands in their pockets and their collars 
turned up. 
They had spent their lives waiting tables 
at the restaurant behind the doorway, a 
unique eatery known as Ratner s, which 
offered a strictly “ kosher dairy” cuisine.

Without Ratner’s, they said, their 
futures looked bleak.

were ready to start looking for other work. 
The restaurant closed Monday night 
after the long illness of its principal owner 
and general manager, Abraham Harmatz 
Harmatz died less than 24 hours later and 
was buried Thursday. 
Ratner's, which operated 24-hours-a-day 
since it first opened in 1905, was one of a 
dwindling number of restaurants in New 
York City that kept late-night hours. 
It became a key establishment in the 
Lower 
Manhattan 
neighborhood 
that 
exploded with Jewish immigrants in the 
years before World War I. 
As the area thrived in the 1920’s and 
1930’s—producing countless political and 
artistic leaders —Ratners grew with it, 
moving half-a-block from a small location 
at Second Avenue and 6th Street to the 
large building it occupies today. 
The restaurant offered a cuisine rarely 
seen outside Jewish homes —kosher dairy, 
which strictly excluded meat but made up 
for it with countless varieties of fish and 


sumptuous dairy-oriented pastries such as 
cream pies and cakes 
Other delicacies included chopped egg 
plant, fried matzoh and blintzes. 
Ratner's around-the-clock hours made it 
an ideal afterhours stop, and it entertained 
countless celebrities over the years. 
As the neighborhood became known as 
the “ east village” in the 1960’s, its late 
night trade shifted to beatniks and hippies 
More recently, drag queens, often stunning 
in elaborate make-up, composed a growing 
share of its clientele 
As the area deteriorated and as many 
Jewish customers moved uptown or to the 
suburbs, 
Ratner’s 
daytime 
business 
faltered. 
They all used to come here," said Abe 
Klein, “ so many you couldn’t count them 
—couldn't count them on your hands and 
feet both 
Nowadays, it’s different. If 
they'll re-open, who knows? 
Me, I ’m 77 and I ’ve got no more 
worries. I ’m ready for some rest after 20 
years,’’

There 
are to be X-rated movie houses, 
s t r i p - t e a s e 
b a r s ,

bookstores, 
which 
is 
to 
say 
bookstores that specialize in post- 
pubescent 
fare;

massage 
parlors and so on. 
There are counterparts all over 
the world, 
n o t o r i o u s l y 
in 
F r a n k f u r t , 
in 
Amsterdam, and in 
Co p e nh a g e n . 
It 
appears to be the 
obvious solution, if

accepts

move to an entire 
area in the city. 
It makes 
sense 
both for the city, 
which wishes to contain that part of 
itself that specializes in appealing to

The success of the old rested, 
really, 
on 
p re-co n stitu tio n al 
dispositions, effected by the fiat of 
the ruler, unavailable for appeal on 
generic grounds. The convenitional 
idea was to outlaw vice, but to agree 
to ignore it within certain bounds in 
the city. So that those who sought to 
practce it outside those bounds were 
no only violating the law, but were 
inviting penalties. 


In the United States we are given 
to pragm atic solutions, and it is 
generally agreed that, for instance 
in certain areas in Harlem, peaceful 
bookmakers are not going to be 


disturbed by the police, though they 
would be if they started to practice 
their wares openly on Madison 
Avenue. 
The 
c u r r e n t 
civil 
libertarian mood in America argues 
against such pragm atic solutions. 
Even as the secularists argued that 
to rec ite a common prayer in New 
York City’s public schools whose 
formulation 
was 
satisfactory 
to 
priests, m inisters and rabbis, was a 
violation of the First Amendment, 
someone in Boston is sure to insist 
that pornography being a general 
right, 
it 
is a violation of the 
Constitution to insist that people 
take the subway to Sin Stop in order 
to exercise that right. 
A year ago the Supreme Court 
wrote a decision that appeared to 
inconvenience, 
once 
again, 
the 
obscenity peddlers. As a m atter of 
fact, the decision appears not to 
have done anything of the sort, 
though at one theater in the south, 
Carnal Knowledge, a dismal picture 
about the travails of satyriasis, was 
suspended, frightening the avant 
garde in New York and Hollywood 
half to death. The best way to deal 
with 
odd 
ball 
Supreme 
Court 
decisions one disapproves of is to 
ignore them, and hope nobody will 
notice This is what they are now 
trying. 
The 
Boston 
experiment 
should 
be 
indulged. 
The 
anti­ 
obscenity people should keep quiet 
about it, and their counterparts 
should accept a little self-restraint 
and see how it works. These things 
are better left unpublicized, so I 
promise I shall not cit3 the Boston 
solution again.

UC's hypocrisy 


Notwithstanding 
the 
public 
demands for the lifting of the 
secrecy 
which 
has 
gradually 
pervaded 
government, 
a 
senate 
committee has bowed to the false 
arguments of a state agency for the 
continued 
concealm ent 
of 
its 
affairs. 
Ironically, 
this 
unwarranted 
desire for covert operations comes 
from the University of California, 
an institution whose self claims to 
being “the best in the world” 
should, as Regent Frederick Dutton 
has observed “be an example of 
excellence in what it does.” 
But the sanctimonius utterings of 
U.C. President Charles J. Hitch that 
“the people have a right to know’’ 
are unveiled as sheer hypocrisy by 
his deeds. 
For it was Hitch who resisted the 
public disclosure of his employment 
contract, secretly executed, under 
which he receives in excess of 
$150,000 a year of the taxpayer’s 
money in salary and benefits. 
And it was Hitch, according to 
Dutton, who resorted to the use of 
“ special 
funds, 
unannounced 
campaign 
m ailings, 
backroom 
lobbying, 
se cr e t 
l egislative 
negotiations, and other exertions of 
public fiduciary roles...” to prevent 
passage of a measure which would 
allow the public to make moderate 
changes in the structure of the 
Board of Regents. 
Most recently it was Hitch who 
fought the efforts of Senator George 
Moscone to fulfill the mandate of 
the voters who, in 1970, changed the 
Constitution to require all Regent 
meetings to be public. 
Despite 
this 
Constitutional 
requirement the Regents continue 
to meet under a law which permits 
closed meetings for numerous vague 
reasons so broad that it would be 
difficult to compel an open meeting. 
It was this law behind which Hitch 
attempted to hide his employment 
contract. And it was this law which 
Senator Moscone sought to repeal 
with 
the 
full 
support 
of 
the 


California 
Trial 
Lawyer 
and 
C a l i f o r n i a 
B r o a d c a s t e r s 
associations. 
The law, when initially passed, 
escaped attention by being placed in 
the Education Code rather than 
being made a part of the Public 
Meetings Act. This device also 
assured its consideration by the 
friendly education committees of 
each house rather than going to the 
g o v e r n m e n t 
o r g a n i z a t i o n 
committees which normally hear 
public 
record 
and 
m eetings 
legislation. 
Because of this the repealer also 
had to go to the same friendly 
Senate Education Committee which 
had passed the original law. 
The repeal failed on the arrogant 
representations 
of 
U.C.’s young 
lobbyist Steve Arditti who smugly 
told the committee the Regent’s 
couldn’t protect the public interest 
if the public was to be privy to the 
deliberations. 
Arditti made a strong point of the 
fact the university, with near a 
billion dollars in investment funds, 
deals in stock transactions running 
into the millions. He said pre­ 
knowledge by the public of stock 
trading might adversely affect the 
market. He didn’t point out that of 
the 24 Regents sitting behind closed 
doors making such weighty financial 
decisions, 
quite 
a 
few 
are 
millionaires who deal in stocks with 
their own money. 
But the fact remains that, by the 
Senate 
Education 
Committee’s 
refusal to open up the meetings, a 
privileged few playing with public 
funds on the investment market will 
continue 
to 
enjoy 
advance 
knowledge while the public is being 
“protected” 
from 
enjoying 
the 
same information! 
Dutton, who says the Regents 
should be dedicated to “openness in 
their work, certainly no less than 
that required of other public bodies’’ 
meet behind closed doors “keep no 
verbatim minutes and stubbornly 
resist every effort to open its 
deliberations.”

Astronomers 
might soon 
hear stars

soon be hearing the stars 
from a huge radio telescope 
spread across 24 miles of a 
remote 
high 
plain 
in 
southwestern New Mexico. 
Scheduled for completion 
by 1981, the $76 million Very 
Large Array (VLA) radio 
telescope 
is expected to 
provide the most precise 
information yet available on 
stars, 
galaxies, 
nebulae, 
quasars, pulsars and even 
the mysterious “black holes 
of space. 
“ From this information, 
scientists will be able to 
study what the universe is 
made of,” chief project 
engineer Forrest Wells said 
The 
National 
Radio 
Astronomy 
Observatory, 
under the National Science 


Foundation, is building the* 
VLA.

flexibility, 
versatility and power of the 
VLA 
will

premier instrument in the

contributing factors of heart 
disease. 
The 
four 
year 
study, 
financed by the National 
Eye Institute, is seeking any 
relationships between the 
vast medical measurements 
made in heart research and 
eye disorders that have 
developed 
among 
people 
examined in the heart study. 
“ For example, we can try 
and 
see 
whether 
high 
cholesterol in the blood has 
anything to do with senile 
degeneration,” 
said 
Dr. 
Mohandas M Kini, a Boston 
University Medical Center 
ophthalmologist 
directing 
the 
project. 
Macular 
degenerat ion 
is 
the 
deterioration of the part of 
the 
retina 
that controls 
sharp vision It is a major 
uncurable problem for those 
over 65. 
The other eye diseases 
under 
investigation 
are 
senile cataracts, which Kini 
said probably are the major 
cause of visual difficulty, 
glaucoma 
and 
diabetic 
retinopaathy, a disorder of 
the blood vessels in the 
retina which occurs as a 
complication of diabetes.
